are his intentions being doubted by the non-pacifists, but iM 


the tensions of the present conflict tend to make him doubt 
himself. He knows (and all Christians know) that this is 
not “a holy war,” but he can see the difference in the degrees 
of evil issuing out of the war. It does make a difference 
whether Germany or England wins. Yet the pacifist still 
must say he cannot take part in any war, because war in 
itself is worse than any other alternative. 

The Christian militarist is also in a dilemma. He believes 
war is evil, but it would be more of an evil not to oppose 
Hitler. He, as the pacifist, must choose between two evils. 
He knows that war is no glorious thing, but a terrible 


scourge. It is sin to take part in war, and it is sin to refuse 


to take part in war. And there is no other choice! 
Perhaps we can see more clearly the meaning of the 
Biblical injunction, that the sins of the father are carried 
over into successive generations. It would help us to re-read 
the warnings of the prophets. And what about “overcoming 
evil with good?” God’s judgment is no longer a theoretical 
belief; it is an experience which men are undergoing 
throughout the world. No matter what decision the indi- 
vidual Christian makes, he must be aware of the sin of that 
decision ; and he may hope that the Church and the Nation 
may be purified through their humility in a time when pride 
and arrogance are rampant in the world.—R. C. Miller.

With the preparation which should 
precede the visitation, and with specific ref- 
erence by the visitor to the work and 
opportunities of the Church, there must in- 
evitably be a real increase in the life and 
service of the whole membership. 


‘Act on the Word Instead of 
Merely Listening to It” 


1. For the twelve months preceding the 
canvass there should have been a contin- 
uous program of education. about the 
Church’s whole work: human interest 
stories from the life of the parish and 
from the missionary frontiers at home and 
abroad; indoctrination with the high and 
unavoidable call of the Church’s mission.

2. The quality of the religious zeal of 
the congregation has a direct connection 
with their willingness to share generously 
with their Church. 

“4A man will meet and nod and speak to 
good, quiet neighbors. He will come away 
feeling a little more charitable toward all 
the world, even toward those excessively 
foolish young men who regard church- 
going as a soft performance.”—One of 
Theodore Roosevelt’s Nine Reasons for 
Going to Church. 


3. Another feature of preparation which 
should be at other times of the year than 
just before the canvass itself is the teach- 
ing of stewardship to children as well as 
to adults. To understand the principles of 
sacrifice is no less important than to be 
well instructed in prayer and in the con- 
tents of the Bible. 

“To say that I do not need the Church 
is mere bravado. I needed it when my 
father died. I needed it when we were mar- 
ried, and when our babies were taken from 
us, and I shall need it again sooner or 
later, and need it badiy.”—Epcar GUEST. 


4. The rector’s job: He sets your dates 
according to the suggested calendar; he 
obtains the finest group of leaders and 
workers he can reach in your church; he 
sees that you determine next year’s actual 
needs financially and establish your budget ; 
prepares an accurate list of your member- 
ship and their addresses; orders the lit- 
erature and materials obtainable from the 
national and diocesan offices.

5. With the help of your printer or with 
the mimeograph, gather together the fea- 
tures of the work, achievements and 
opportunities of your Church, presenting 
them briefly and attractively. (We are 
particularly eager to reach the 50 per cent 
or more of our membership who know 
little or nothing about the Church’s work 
and who will not take the trouble to read 
much of what we may send them.) Also, 
prepare the letters to be mailed over the 
signatures of the rector, warden or other 
leader, 


6. Be sure to train your canvassers, most 
of whom are not expert in “selling” and 
some of whom know only a little about 
the many sides of the Church’s work in 
the parish and elsewhere.

7. Ask the same efficiency which your 
men insist upon in their businesses. There

You may have a teen 
age boy or girl who would be good as a 
leader. 


Be Like the Fuller Brush Man 


No canvasser, when calling, should be 
content to stand on the doorstep to transact 
his business. Let him be always courteous, 
but persistent, and ask to be admitted tliat 
he may properly discuss his mission in the 
name of the Church, with its needs and 
requirements.

Is There a Business Man in the 
House? 


W. H. Tipton, Jr., of Houston, Texas, 
has put the work of Promotion in the 
Church into the language of the business 
world. Here are a few of his observations: 


Ours is not a product problem, but one 
of merchandising that product to our 
public, 

Just as in our own businesses, our 
Church store has the threefold problem or 
objective of: 

1. Holding present 
bers). 

2, Obtaining more support from present 
customers (members). 

3. Securing more new customers (mem- 
bers). 

Success in holding present customers is 
dependent upon: 

1. How well they like (and are satisfied 
with) the product and service. 

2. How strongly competitive products 
and services appeal to our customers. 

We may have Churches that have too 
large an investment in the store front and 
fixtures, and not enough left for sales and 
service men. 

Old Customers plus New Customers 
minus Lost Customers (maybe they’ve 
just strayed) give us our Net Customer 
inventory. 

Presenting a good sales story, logically 
developed and presented, for our Church 
and its work, and giving some sort of 
sliding scale suggestion for its support, this 
percentage if your income is in a certain 
bracket, a larger percentage if in a higher 
income bracket, seems to be a sound way 
to tackle this problem. 

Among reasons we might advance to the 
Youne Aputt for his or her participation 
in Church work are these: 

1. A Church home is essential for any 
young person or young couple to feel estab- 
lished in any town or city. 

2. An acquaintanceship will be made 
with other young persons of their age and 
background. 

3. Many of the community’s leaders wil! 
be in this Church, and it opens an avenue 
to getting acquainted with these leaders 
that may prove beneficial. 

4. It gives an opportunity to take one’s 
place in the work of the Church, develop- 
ing one’s leadership qualities. 

5. Parents of small children must recog- 
nize their responsibility to their children, 
and give them the guiding influence of the 
Church. 

We should avoid any kind of statement 
Or partial presentation that can leave a So 
Wuat? reaction on the part of those whom 
we see. When we merely state our propo- 
sition without doing any pre-selling, with-

If Not 10%, “How Much?” 


Very often a Church canvasser or min- 
ister is asked, “Just how much should I 
give to the support of the Church? What 
is my share?” This is a very difficult ques- 
tion to answer, It bothered Mr. F. East- 
man so much that he worked out a schedule 
based on income and size of family (two 
of the most important factors of all 
budgeting). We are printing this schedule 
herewith, not as a yard-stick against which 
to measure every pledge. Rather, it is a 
guide to those people who would like a 
more definite basis for determining the 
amount of their pledge. Some will say 
this schedule is high. Others will claim 
it is conservative. But we hope the major- 
ity will say it is helpful. 


For incomes over $2,500 per year: 


5% for 1 or 2 in family. 
4% for 3 members in family. 
3% for 4 members in family. 
2% for 5 members in family. 
1% for larger families. 


For incomes from $2,500 to $1,200 per year: 
4% for 1 or 2 in family. 
3% for 3 in family. 
2% for 4 in family. 
1% for larger families, 


For incomes under $1,200 per year: 
3% for 1 or 2 in family. 
2% for 3 in family. 
1% for larger families.

William Ford Nichols was 
Father Bishop of California for 34 
and Son years. So deeply did his char- 

acter and devotion, his wisdom 
and the power of his personality impress 
the Church that to this day there are 
people to whom “Bishop” still means 
Nichols. He was often spoken of as an 
ecclesiastical statesman, and such he was 
if we mean by statesman a leader who 
always takes long views, who never con- 
fuses the fundamental values with the 
transient. He was a noble Christian, a 
great Bishop. He was a man of prayer, 
and always foremost in his prayers was 
the mission of the Church. He believed 
in it, and when nearly 40 years ago his 
eldest son dedicated his life to the foreign 
field, he gave him gladly. China was 
much farther away and the work more 
“adventurous” in those days than today. 
It was to an arduous task that young 
John William Nichols, namesake of the 
famous Bishop of Connecticut, went. 

He carried his task with the same kind 
of fine power, clear insight, wise plan- 
ning, that distinguished his father. Like 
his father he was a scholar and his work 
in China took him to St. John’s Univer- 
sity and the Theological School. For 
many years he taught and trained the 
future leaders of the Chinese Church. 
They followed him, loved him, shaped 
their lives by his teaching and example. 
Year by year he grew to larger influence, 
and when in 1934 Bishop Graves found 
he needed help, the Church in China 
turned to Dr. Nichols. He became Suf- 
fragan Bishop, and it was known he 
would succeed Bishop Graves. And then 
came the heavy blow of serious illness, 
and with his new work hardly begun, he 
turned his face homeward and for three 
long years fought a losing battle— 
fought it with patience, with cheerfulness, 
with courage, with faith, He died on 
September 10, 1940. 

He belonged to China; he belonged also 
to us. He was a Canon of the Cathedral 
his father had founded. He had number- 
less friends here. He was loved and ad- 
mired. He gave to the name Nichols and 
to the office of Bishop a deeper, still 
richer meaning for all of us. We thank 
God for his life and work. To his wife 
and family we give our profoundest 
sympathy. 


In view of the plans 


The House of which have been working

and the two looking to adjusting

and of the fact that our Convention last 

February appointed a committee to con- 

sider the possibility of giving some legis- 

lative authority to the former, I have 

been asked to put in the Paciric CHuRcH- 

MAN a brief statement concerning these 
two bodies. I am glad to do so. 

In 1904, Bishop Nichols began to be 


concerned because of the increasing num- 
ber of women from the missions who 
came as delegates to the Diocesan Con- 
vention. He feared not the presence of 
women in the Convention, I think, but 
that in the small places where it is dif- 
ficult to secure men for active work in 
the Church, the women might come to 
take their place altogether. He also rec- 
ognized that the way in which women 
approach the work of the Church, or any 
other work, is likely to be rather differ- 
ent from the man’s way. He began to 
think of some method of focussing and 
bringing to larger influence woman's 
place in the Church without impairing the 
responsibility of the men. The House of 
Churchwomen was the result. 

It is not necessary to go into the vari- 
ous steps by which that most useful and 
striking body came into being and took 
up its work. The essential matter is to 
point out exactly what it was intended to 
do. It was not a working body. It was 
established by canon. Its membership was 
not voluntary but by election in each 
Parish and Mission of the Diocese. The 
five women coming from each congrega- 
tion were as official in their position as 
the five men who went to the Diocesan 
Convention. Its function was to be a 
place where the women of the Diocese 
who might be working in many different 
organizations—Guilds, Auxiliaries, Girls’ 
Friendly Societies, Daughters of the 
King, and the like, could come together, 
hear of the important aspects of the work 
of the Diocese, consider, what the women 
were doing, take measures to stimulate 
work being done or to start work which 
seemed desirable—in short, to be a clearing 
house. The canon also provided that the 
advice of the House could be asked by the 
Convention. All that was clear enough in 
the canons. It was obvious that it was an 
entirely different kind of organization from 
any of the working groups, such as the 
Auxiliary or the Daughters of the King. 
It met only once a year. It had no functions 
to perform other than those which could be 
done by special temporary committees. 

It happened, however, that in the 
growing enthusiasm of the women work 
of one kind and another was taken up 
by committees which came to be estab- 
lished parts of the routine of the House. 
The result led to a very natural confu- 
sion. It looked to many as if the House 
of Churchwomen might be just about the 
same kind of thing as a Diocesan Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. This confusion was 
obviously helped, also, by the fact that 
the Auxiliary held its great annual meet- 
ing during Convention Week and like- 
wise considered the special problems of 
women’s work. 

The plans which have been slowly 
forming and which came to a preliminary 
decision at the last Convention, looked 
to clear up this confusion. They have 
been working it out quite successfully, 
but it is of the utmost importance that 
the women of the Diocese should realize 
that we have here two entirely different 
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types of women’s work. The Auxiliary 
is a voluntary group. It counts in its 
membership all the women of the Church. 
It is not established by canon. It exists 
to do continuous work as an aid to the 
general Church’s Program. Its scope is 
far wider than that of any other woman's 
organization of the Church. It has come 
to take an immensely important and 
growingly influential place in the Church 
throughout the country, but it is essen- 
tially a working organization, aiming to 
include as many women as possible. It 
is doing a work so magnificent that one 
can hardly exaggerate its importance. 
But it is work for which it exists. 

That, I think, makes clear the distinc- 
tion: on the one hand an official body of 
women meeting once a year, coordinated 
with the Diocesan Convention, meeting 
as a clearing house for all kinds of wom- 
en’s work—Altar Guild, Girls’ Friendly, 
Daughters of the King, as well as Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. 

On the other hand, a great voluntary 
body associated with the most important 
woman’s organization of the general 
Church, a stirring, moving, active group. 
This makes it clear why the proposal to 
give women some part in the legislative 
work of the Church naturally looks to 
doing that through the House of Church- 
women. The Auxiliary as a voluntary 
body with specialized functions cannot 
take that kind of responsibility. It rep- 
resents the greater part but not all of the 
women’s work of the Church, but is not 
officially representative of the women in 
the way in which the House of Church- 
women is. 

It is not for me to speak of plans 
which may be worked out in the future. 
I am simply attempting to describe the 
situation as it exists. All of us who have 
seen both organizations working for 
these many years past realize the distin- 
guished service which both have ren- 
dered. And I think we realize also the 
great care and skill with which the com- 
mittee which has had the matter of the 
relationship of the two bodies in hand 
has worked out the problem. The de- 
scription which I have given of the two 
bodies is the basis of the plans which 
went into tentative acceptance a year 
ago. Once the distinction is seen clearly, 
there is no possibility of anything like 
duplication or competition. It is equally 
clear that anything like a merger would 
simply destroy the essential value of one 
or the other. 


The Diocese is greatly saddened 
Father by the news of the death of the 
Otis Rev. Charles P. Otis, S.S.J.E. 

Father Otis had served twice as 
Rector of the Advent; he had been many, 
many years in the Diocese. He was 
loved by everyone who knew him. He 
had served in many ways outside the 
stricter duties of his Society and his 
Parish.

William Ford Nichols was 
Father Bishop of California for 34 
and Son years. So deeply did his char- 

acter and devotion, his wisdom 
and the power of his personality impress 
the Church that to this day there are 
people to whom “Bishop” still means 
Nichols. He was often spoken of as an 
ecclesiastical statesman, and such he was 
if we mean by statesman a leader who 
always takes long views, who never con- 
fuses the fundamental values with the 
transient. He was a noble Christian, a 
great Bishop. He was a man of prayer, 
and always foremost in his prayers was 
the mission of the Church. He believed 
in it, and when nearly 40 years ago his 
eldest son dedicated his life to the foreign 
field, he gave him gladly. China was 
much farther away and the work more 
“adventurous” in those days than today. 
It was to an arduous task that young 
John William Nichols, namesake of the 
famous Bishop of Connecticut, went. 

He carried his task with the same kind 
of fine power, clear insight, wise plan- 
ning, that distinguished his father. Like 
his father he was a scholar and his work 
in China took him to St. John’s Univer- 
sity and the Theological School. For 
many years he taught and trained the 
future leaders of the Chinese Church. 
They followed him, loved him;. shaped 
their lives by his teaching and example. 
Year by year he grew to larger influence, 
and when in 1934 Bishop Graves found 
he needed help, the Church in China 
turned to Dr. Nichols. He became Suf- 
fragan Bishop, and it was known he 
would succeed Bishop Graves. And then 
came the heavy blow of serious illness, 
and with his new work hardly begun, he 
turned his face homeward and for three 
long years fought a losing battle 
fought it with patience, with cheerfulness, 
with courage, with faith. He died on 
September 10, 1940. 

He belonged to China; he belonged also 
to us. He was a Canon of the Cathedral 
his father had founded. He had number- 
less friends here. He was loved and ad- 
mired. He gave to the name Nichols and 
to the office of Bishop a deeper, still 
richer meaning for all of us. We thank 
God for his life and work. To his wife 
and family we give our profoundest 
sympathy. 


In view of the plans 
which have been working

been asked to put in the Paciric CHuRcH- 


MAN a brief statement concerning these 
two bodies. I am glad to do so. 
In 1904, Bishop Nichols began to be 


concerned because of the increasing num- 
ber of women from the missions who 
came as delegates to the Diocesan Con- 
vention. He feared not the presence of 
women in the Convention, I think, but 
that in the small places where it is dif- 
ficult to secure men for active work in 
the Church, the women might come to 
take their place altogether. He also rec- 
ognized that the way in which women 
approach the work of the Church, or any 
other work, is likely to be rather differ- 
ent from the man’s way. He began to 
think of some method of focussing and 
bringing to larger influence woman’s 
place in the Church without impairing the 
responsibility of the men. The House of 
Churchwomen was the result. 

It is not necessary to go into the vari- 
ous steps by which that most useful and 
striking body came into being and took 
up its work. The essential matter is to 
point out exactly what it was intended to 
do. It was not a working body. It was 
established by canon. Its membership was 
not voluntary but by election in each 
Parish and Mission of the Diocese. The 
five women coming from each congrega- 
tion were as official in their position as 
the five men who went to the Diocesan 
Convention. Its function was to be a 
place where the women of the Diocese 
who might be working in many different 
organizations—Guilds, Auxiliaries, Girls’ 
Friendly Societies, Daughters of the 
King, and the like, could come together, 
hear of the important aspects of the work 
of the Diocese, consider, what the women 
were doing, take measures to stimulate 
work being done or to start work which 
seemed desirable—in short, to be a clearing 
house. The canon also provided that the 
advice of the House could be asked by the 
Convention. All that was clear enough in 
the canons. It was obvious that it was an 
entirely different kind of organization from 
any of the working groups, such as the 
Auxiliary or the Daughters of the King. 
It met only once a year. It had no functions 
to perform other than those which could be 
done by special temporary committees. 

It happened, however, that in the 
growing enthusiasm of the women work 
of one kind and another was taken up 
by committees which came to be estab- 
lished parts of the routine of the House. 
The result led to a very natural confu- 
sion. It looked to many as if the House 
of Churchwomen might be just about the 
same kind of thing as a Diocesan Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. This confusion was 
obviously helped, also, by the fact that 
the Auxiliary held its great annual meet- 
ing during Convention Week and like- 
wise considered the special problems of 
women’s work. 

The plans which have been slowly 
forming and which came to a preliminary 
decision at the last Convention, looked 
to clear up this confusion. They have 
been working it out quite successfully, 
but it is of the utmost importance that 
the women of the Diocese should realize 
that we have here two entirely different 
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types of women’s work. The Auxiliary 
is a voluntary group. It counts in its 
membership all the women of the Church. 
It is not established by canon. It exists 
to do continuous work as an aid to the 
general Church’s Program. Its scope is 
far wider than that of any other woman's 
organization of the Church. It has come 
to take an immensely important and 
growingly influential place in the Church 
throughout the country, but it is essen- 
tially a working organization, aiming to 
include as many women as possible. It 
is doing a work so magnificent that one 
can hardly exaggerate its importance. 
But it is work for which it exists. 

That, I think, makes clear the distinc- 
tion: on the one hand an official body of 
women meeting once.a year, coordinated 
with the Diocesan Convention, meeting 
as a clearing house for all kinds of wom- 
en’s work—Altar Guild, Girls’ Friendly, 
Daughters of the King, as well as Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. 

On the other hand, a great voluntary 
body associated with the most important 
woman’s organization of the general 
Church, a stirring, moving, active group. 
This makes it clear why the proposal to 
give women some part in the legislative 
work of the Church naturally looks to 
doing that through the House of Church- 
women. The Auxiliary as a voluntary 
body with specialized functions cannot 
take that kind of responsibility. It rep- 
resents the greater part but not all of the 
women’s work of the Church, but is not 
officially representative of the women in 
the way in which the House of Church- 
women is. 

It is not for me to speak of plans 
which may be worked out in the future. 
I am simply attempting to describe the 
situation as it exists. All of us who have 
seen both organizations working for 
these many years past realize the distin- 
guished service which both have ren- 
dered. And I think we realize also the 
great care and skill with which the com- 
mittee which has had the matter of the 
relationship of the two bodies in hand 
has worked out the problem. The de- 
scription which I have given of the two 
bodies is the basis of the plans which 
went into tentative acceptance a year 
ago. Once the distinction is seen clearly, 
there is no possibility of anything like 
duplication or competition. It is equally 
clear that anything like a merger would 
simply destroy the essential value of one 
or the other.

Dependent upon the success of the cam- 
paign in San Francisco during November 
are four of our diocesan institutions, St. 
Luke’s Hospital, St. Dorothy’s Rest and 
the Good Samaritan and Canon Kip Com- 
munity Centers.

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Sigma Alpha is a name of great prestige 
in Alameda. One of the most remarkable 
Bible classes in the entire Episcopal Church 
bears this name in Christ Church Parish, 
Alameda. 

In 1928 Mrs. Mabel Millis Shires organ- 
ized a small group of boys into a special 
kind of class. Not only did they meet Sun- 
day mornings for a religious lesson, but 
they were encouraged to get together dur- 
ing the week for all kinds of activities im- 
teresting to boys. She was the wife of the 
Rev. Henry H. Shires, rector of Christ 
Church, Alameda, now dean of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific in Berkeley. 
When she gave up the leadership of the 
class in 1935, since her husband was about 
to take up his new work, she had built the 
class to a membership of sixty young men 
and had performed a piece of distinguished 
service. Humorous and interesting stories 
are told about the skill with which she 
handled the boys, particularily when the 
class came into existence. 

In 1935 the leadership was given to Mr. 
J. Ralph Parkinson, one of the younger 
vestrymen, a banker by profession. He 
found about thirty of these young men who 
were prepared to follow his leadership im- 
mediately, and upon that strong group of 
workers he and they have built the mem- 
bership to about 125 in these five years. 
They meet every Sunday morning at 10, 
having an opening and closing service, a 
short business meeting and a scheduled 
speaker from their own number or from 


the outside, usually on a specifically re- 
ligious subject. Their monthly program 
includes a Sunday morning breakfast pre- 
ceded by a corporate communion. The ages 
of the boys ramge mostly between 17 and 
25. Twice a year there is held a beautiful 
and impressive service of initiation m the 
Church. The highest Christian standards 
are set before the newer members and a 
fellowship is created among young men of 
fine character. 

Among the means of holding the mterest 
of this comparatively large group there are 
arranged throughout the year a full pro- 
gram of indoor and out-of-door games and 
other forms of athletics. Sigma Alpha has 
always tried to give the largest number 
possible something to do, such as serving 
on many committees. There is am Advisory 
Board of fourteen members, changing 
every six months. Softball teams are en- 
tered in the City League, using between 
thirty and thirty-five members; basketball 
takes about twenty-five members. There 
are annual track meets and crew races be- 
tween members; and a picnic before the 
summer. One important item is the fact 
that no activities mterfere with the Sunday 
morning meeting of the class at the Church. 
This ts a rule set forth m its By-Laws and 
has never been broken. One or two large 
and well-regulated dances each year give 
the boys a social outlet m the name of their 
class which ts one of the most popular 
events in this city. 

The present rector of the Church, Rev. 
Sumner Walters, regards the work of the 
class as an evidence of the incalculable 
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value of the volunteer leadership of the 
Church. There are few evenings in the 
year when one or more Sigma Alphans do 
not call upom Mr. and Mrs. Parkinson at 
their home for a friendly visit or to discuss 
some problem. The growth and fine repw- 
tation of the class are the result of the 
leader’s great capacity for taking pains and 
for working genially with the able young 
men who are elected as officers and board 
members at the semi-annual elections. 
Every year a number of the youmg men 
are presented for confirmation and a large 
portion of the members are communicants 
of the parish. Mr. Parkinson once stated: 
“We base our very existence upon Chris. 
tian principles and we invite all young mer 
of any Christian faith to become members.” 
Eligibility requirements have been kep: 
broad amd there are no secret password- 
or ceremonies. The welcome sign is alway - 
out for young men, including visitors. ©
